Discussion: Supplemental Sales – William Childress. William indicated that in August 
2018 the VADA brought to his attention this matter regarding a dealer sending out 
invitational letters to area dealers to participate in a tent sale. The price to participate in 
the letter of invitation was acceptable to a local dealer. However, when the dealer 
expressed interest, the participating price doubled. The Board staff would like to see 
complete disclosure of the costs involved in the letter of invitation. VADA is looking for 
some form of review and enforcement from the Board to ensure a level playing field for 
tent sales and participants. VADA agreed that the letter of invitation is a good place to 
start and providing the dealer community with requirements that the letter of invitation 
must contain should help.  
 
Rick Holcomb indicated that the Board should work with the trade associations to 
ensure guidelines are met. This issue is referred to the Full Board for further action.
